They stated that it could be done 
if the Church could enjoy the free- 
dom ‘within the law to live and to 
exéreise its spiritual offices. 

T,am glad to take advantage of 
this opportunity to declare public- 
ly ‘and very ‘cleaMy’ that it is not 
the purpose of the Constitution, 
nor of the laws, nor of the govern- 
ment of the republic to destroy the 
identity of the Catholic Church or 
of any other, nor to interfere in 
any way with its spiritual func- 


In accordance with the oath of 
office which I took when If as- 
sumed the provisional government 
of Mexico te observe and to cause 
to be observed the Constitution of 
the Republic and the laws derived 
there , My purpose has been at 
all times to fulfill ‘honestly that 
oath and see that the laws are ap- 
plied without favor to any sect and 
without any bias whatever, my ad- 
ministration being disposed to hear 
from any person, be he dignitary 
of some church or merely a private 
individual, any complairts in re- 
gard to injustices arising from un- 
due application of the laws. 

With reference to certain provi- 
sions of the law which have been 
misunderstood, I also take advan- 
tage of this opportunity to declare: 

First, that the provision of the 
law which required the registration 
of ministers does not mean that 
the government can register those 
who have not been named by a 
hierarchical superior of the relig- 
ious creed in 
cordance with its reguiations; 

Second, with ~~ to religious 
instruction, the Constitution and 
Jaws in force definitely prohibit it 
in marv or higher schools 
whether public or private, but this 
does not prevent ministers of any 
religion from imparting its doc- 
trines within the church confines 
to-adults and their children, who 
may attend for that purpose; 

Third, that the Constitution as 
well as the laws of the country 
guarantee to all residents of the 
republic the right of petition and 
therefore the members of any 
church may apply to the appropri- 
ate authorities for amendment, re- 
peal or passage of — law.

The Archbishop said that Acting 
Secretary of the Interior Felipe Ca- 
nales, who attended today’s confer- 
ence, would be consulted with regard 
to details of the reopening of the 
churehes. He thought that this 
might be done, perhaps; on June 29. 

Asked whether the services would 
be resumed. simultaneously in the 
capital, the Archbishop answered: 
‘At least in the churches. strategic- 
ally situated, because if there should 
be services in only one or two 
churches the masses would be so 
enormous that they might break 
down the buildings.’’ 

It was not believed that all churches 
in i@exico could be opened at once, 
for it will be some’ time before the 
priests of some of them can reach 
their posts. Many have been living 
in the United States and Cuba. 


Second Statement by Mer. Ruiz. 


Mer. Ruiz issued a second and less 
formal statement later tonight. 

“I consider this settlement as the 
beginning of a real era of peace for 
the republic, which will feel, without

Prof. Sundwall Says Examinations

D, W. Gudakunst, director of school 
héalth service in:Detroit; Mich., de- 
clared. ‘‘School physicians should be 

ht sociology and educational 
me ods. Few physicians ~ are 
trained thoroughly in this field be- 
ca intensive courses for school 
health work are not available in 
most institutions of higher learning: 
The graduates of these institutions 
are unable to understand how to 
torn the child to take care of it- 
sell, 


Scores Careless Examinations. 


**Perfunctory physical. examina- 
tions that are the usual result fail to 
perform much. service,...They can 


only determine defects that are ob- 
vious, and although these are im- 
portant, yet the doctors are unable 
to get the ousy bey, or girl to prop- 
erly care for himself. 

‘School boards, in their. gross ig- 
norance, and principals who care lit- 
tle because they do .not. understand 
the importance of the health pro- 
gram often request my department 
for nurses and doctors to help cure 
a sick child.

REPAIRS LANDING GEAR 
WHILE PLANE IS IN AIR 


Lient. C. A. Dixon, Suspended by 
Rope, Uses Belt and Shoelace 
Over Hartford.

HARTFORD, Conn., June 21.— 
Lieutenant Carl A. Dixon saved his 
own life and the lives of two air- 
plané passengers this afternoon by 
repairing in mid-air a crumpled 
landing gear while suspended by a 
pope from the plane and utilizing his 
belt and a shoestring to make the 
repairs, 

ying a five-seater Fairchild 
plane, powered with a Wright whirl- 
wind motor, Dixon, his mechanician, 
David Weingart of Hartford, and 
Joseph Baltrum of Northampton, 
started-for an aviation meet at Willi- 
‘mantic,. twenty-five miles east of 
here, When they left Brainard 
Field Dixon, so he later recalled, 
experienced a sensation that all was 
not well during the take-off, but once 
in the air the motor functioned per- 
fectly and he*was soon circling over 
the Willimantic Field. 

As. he swept back and forth pre- 
paratory to landing, he and his com- 
panions heard shouts of warning 
from the crowd below and saw other 
aviators signaling him to keep aloft. 
Making as much of an examination 
from the cockpit as he could, Dixon 
decided to return to Brainard Field, 
where he also was warned from the 
ground not to bring the plane down. 

Turning the controls over. to Wein- 
gart, Dixon slipped off his belt, took 
a shoe lace in his. teeth and drop- 
ping a rope over the side of the 
fuselage. let himself down to the 
damaged wheel, while the plane un-

BERLIN, June 21.—An_ extraor- 
dinary session of the Cabinet today 
voted to accept the experts’ repara- 
tions plan as» signed by. the:>German 
delegates at Paris as a basis for ne- 
gotiations by the governments in- 
volved, provided a complete liquida- 
tion of the various issues arising out 
of the World War is undertaken at 
the same time. 

This was announced in an official 
communiqué issued after the Cab- 
inet meeting, over which Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann presided in the absence 
of Chancellor Mueller, who is con- 
fined to his apartments by indispo- 
sition. 

While direct reference to the un- 
conditional evacuation of the Rhine- 
land by the allied troops is omitted 
from the communiqué, the political 
parties understand that as a result 
of Dr. Stresemann’s conversations 
with the French Foreign Minister. 
Aristide Briand, in Madrid and Paris 
and of his brief interview with Pre- 
mier Poincaré, the Reich’s signature 
to the Paris reparations pact was 
made wholly conditional upon the 
unequivocal clarification and ulti- 
mate settlement of the Rhineland oc- 
cupation issue as well as on_ the 
auestion. of the return of the Saare 
Basin. 

A comprehensive presentation of 
the government’s position will be 
made by Dr. Stresemann to the 
Reichstag ‘tomorrow.

TRIAL DIVORCES FOUND

Figures purporting to be statistics 
on items ranging from, bank deposits 
to electrie refrigerators were cited 
last night by Prohibition Administra 
tor Maurice Campbell in support of 
a statement to members and guests 
of the National Sales Managers’ Club 
that prohibition had produced in this 


country prosperity and a more con-| 


tented people. The dinner at which 
he was guest speaker was held at 
the Advertising Club, 23 Park Avé 
hué, 

In é¢ach of the years 1914, 1915 and 
1916, Major Campbell said, the pea 
ple of this coufitry consumed 59,040,- 
000,000 glasses of beer, which at the 
faintly remembéréd price of 5 cents 
a glass, cost $2,952;000,000. During 
each of those years, he added, Amer- 


jicans imbibed 4,393,557,000 two-ounce 


drinks of whisky at an average cost 


| of 10 cents a drink, making the total 


expenditure $433,355,000. 

The annual consumption of other 
distilled spirits during that. period, 
Major Campbell declared, had aver- 
aged more than 7,000,000 gallons 
which, paid for in two-ounce drinks, 
cost $45,527,000. He estimated the 
annual cost to drinkers of imported 
wines at $9,446,000. Selecting 1918 
as a ‘‘typical’’ year, he said that 
during that time domestic wineries 
produced 51.000,000 gallons for which 
the public paid $100,000,000. 


Grand Total for All Drinks. 


These figures, according to Major 
showed.'that during 1914, 
1915 and 1916, 
country, out of their average annal 
earnings of $34,300,000,000 spent $3,- 
591,000,000, or about 10 per cent for 
alcoholic drinks. 

Were it not for prohibition, he con- 
tinued, Americans would still be 
paying 10 per cent of their carnings 
in the same way and this would 
have meant an expenditure for liquor 
of .$8,100,000,000 out of the $81,000,- 
000,000 earnings for 1928.

A number of the examiners have 
been assigned to the City Trust Com- 
pony for the past few months. With 
ew exceptions these men will be re- 
leased as soon as fhe City Trust 
Company has been taken over as 
contemplated by the Mutual Trust 
Company or some other institution. 

It is physically impossible for the 
resent staff of examiners to cover 
he examination work required by 
law. Every cent spent by the depart- 
ment: is reimbursed to the State by 
assessment of re institutions 
under its supervision; but no money 
ean be spent unless it is first appro- 

riated by the Legislature of the 

tate of New York. 

No funds have been available for 
any investigations made by this de- 
partment and it has been necessary 
to assign men fram the regular ex- 
amining staff to-do this work. At 
least forty new examiners are needed. 
The writer has arranged with the 
Civil Service Commission to hold a 
new examination in the latter part 
of July, and if satisfactory men can 
be found on this list it is the intention 
to appoint at least fifteen examiners 
as soon as the list is available, and

Credit Bureau. 


It is the intention to re-establish 
he Credit Bureau with all of its old- 
time vigor. This bureau was orig- 
inally started in 1911 and was in- 
tended as an aid to the examiners 
in their work. The principal pur- 
pose was to follow the loan lines in 
different institutions; to check slow 
and doubtful assets between exami- 
nations; to follow the changes and 
to press until corrected the matters 
criticized as a result of such exami- 
nations; also to place under the di- 
rection of this bureau such special 
examinations as might be necessary. 
If this bureau had been function- 
ing during the past three years the 
conditions as disclosed in the City 
st Company could not have 
gained headway. 

The activities of this bureau were 
discontinued some years ago due to 
the pressure of work on the exam- 
ining staff. The functioning of a 
bureau of this type is absolutely es- 
sential for properly conducting the 
peer me cor; work of this ‘depart- 
ment. 


Investigation Bureau. 


It is planned to establish at an 
early date a special investigation di- 
vision for the purpose of handling in- 
vestigations in connection with the 
applications for charters for new 
banking institutions and branches; 
investigation. of capital payments 
and increases in capital, and special 
matters and complaints. This work 
is now divided over several divisions 
of the department, and it is believed 
that the centralization will result in 
greater efficiency in the matters re- 
ferred to above. 

With respect to the Credit and In- 
vestigation bureaus the expense will 
be small in comparison with the 
benefits to be derived. It is planned 
to have both divisions well equipped, 
but the work can be handled by one 
examiner with requisite: clerical as- 
sistance.

We are insisting on a 
prompt correction of matters proper- 
ly criticized and the alimination of 
unsafe and unsound practices and’ 
tendencies. 

The attitude of the department is 
one of helpful cooperation. We do 
not intend to be paternal nor to in- 
form the banks what their policies 
should be nor how to run thelr. busi- 
| ness. But we are determined that 

the law shall be obeyed, that the 
directors shall assume their full re- 
sponsibilities, that the active manag- 
ing officials shall be competent, and 
the rights of depositors and stock- 
holders shall be properly safeguarded. 


|3. Method of Handling Applications 
for Branches and Bank Charters. 


For some time prior to April 22, 
it had been the practice of the de- 
partment to consider applications for 
new branches and charters informal- 
ly. An investigation was made and 
if satisfactory to the superintendent, | 
informal approval was given prior to 
the filing of formal papers. This 
system had its advantages but in the 
opinion of the writer, it was not the 
method contemplated by the law.

Spreckels Sees Hoover on Sugar 
Schedules, Advocates. Sliding 
Scale of Duties.

WASHINGTON, June 21, — Assert- 
ing that promises to farmers had 
not been fulfilled by the House bill, 
agricultural .interests today. sought 
from a sub-committee of the Senate 
.Finance Committee further, tariff 
protection, notably on live cattle and 
fresh meats. Arguing. for these in- 


creases, witnesses. let the committee | | 


know they believed that. instead of 
the farmer being aided through the 
House measure, the tariff disparity 
between agriculture and industry 
had rather been increased. 

Representing the National Live 
Stock Producers -Association, C. B. 
Denman of Farmington, Mo., urged 
a tate of 4 cents a pound on beef 
cattle, instead of the proposed 2% 
cents. For fresh meats, he asked 8 
cents a pound, as against the house 
rate of 6 cents, which is about double 
the existing duty. 

While’ Mr. Denman wished * in- 
crease also on feeder cattle, W. 
Green of Waco, Texas, representing 
interests in New Mexico, Arizona 
and California, objected to this, as- 
sorting that these imports consti- 
tuted less than 1 per cent of domes- 
tic production. 


For Higher Levy on Cheese. 


Speaking for the National Cheese 
Producers, F. G. Swoboda of Ply- 
mouth, Mass., demanded a duty of 
8 cents a pound and not less than 
40 per cent ad valorem on imported 
chéese. The present rates are 5 
cénts and a 25 per cent ad valorem, 
while the House bill makes these 7 
cents and 35 per cent. 

An increase to 70 cents a pound on 
flaxseed, instead of the existing 56 
cents and the House bill duty of 63 
cents, was urged by Representative 
Burtness, Republican, of South Da- 
kota. He insisted that when the old 
rate of 40 cents was raised to 56 
cents under the flexible tariff pro-| 
vision, comparisons made as to Ar-| 
gentine and North American produc- 
tion costs did not take into account 
all the elements necessary. In seek- 
ing these raises, Mr. Burtness said 
flaxseed laid down in New York cost 
the American grower $2.54 a bushel, 
as paalane $1.52 to the Argentine 
grower 

Retention of the present rate of 3 
cents a pound on pitted cherries in 
brine, instead of the House rate of 
9% cents, was asked for by George 
McGowan of New York, represent- 
ing the National Preservers’ Associa- 
tion. Members of the association, he 
said, imported from Italy 75,000 bar- 
rels of ‘small dipping cherries” for 
use in candy and that this t; of 
cherry was not raised in the United 


— 

Reg ed this request, Representa- 
tive Free of California said the im- 
porters desired Italian cherries be- 
cause they were cheaper in cost. 
Promising that if the high rates were 
imposed Pacific Coast growers would 
raise all the types necessary, he 
urged a 10%-cent rate. 


Spreckels Calls on Hoover. 


Rudolph Spreckels, president of 
the Spreckels Sugar Corporation, 
conferred with President Hoover 
during the day on the sugar sched- 
ule of the House bill. Mr. Spreckels 
said that the increases proposed did 
not offer real protection to the sugar 


indust or to the, consumers. He 
favored a sliding scale which, he 
said. he believed the administration 
regarded as a sane way of aiding the 
sugar industry and at the same time 
guarding the public from exorbitant 
prices. 

“‘The price of duty-paid raw sugar 
ey a proper refiner’s margin to fix 
he price of refined sugar offers the 
only certain method of insuring to 
the beet and cane indust in the 
United States the benefit of a sugar 
tariff,”” Mr, Spreckles said.

the evident intent that Section 139 
of the State finance law should ap- 
ply and the segregation should be 
made by the Governor and the 
chairmen of the committees pre- 
viously named.

In the 
statement of facts agreed upon and 
submitted, it appears that the Con- 
troller ‘‘intends and threatens to 
audit all vouchers duly presented 
to him for personal service or 
otherwise, covered by and relating 
to any and al lof the above-men: 
tioned appropriations and to issue 
his warrants for the payment there- 
of, without any certification to him 
of the approval of segregations 
thereof by the Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate and 
the Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the Assem- 
bly * * * but solely upon the seg- 
regation, approval and certifica- 
tion by the Governor alone or:in 
conjunction with other executive 
officers when so required by law.”’ 

The plaintiffs, claiming these 
acts are illegal, demand judgment 
in that te provisions of. law re- 
quiring approval of the chairmen 
named be adjudged valid and bind- 
ing on the defendant, and the de- 
termination that his duty requires 
compliance therewith; and that he 
be enjoined from auditing vouch- 
ers and issuing warrants except 
upon filing with him all certifi- 
cates of segregation as prescribed 
by the Legislature. 

The defendant asks judgment 
approving his intended acts as le- 
gal and that the certificate of ap- 
proval of the Governor alone be 
determined as sufficient and that 
the claim and contention of the 
plaintiffs be dismissed. 


Two Primary Questions. 

By brief and argument the con- 
troversy seems narrowed to two 
primary questions:

the designation of a member of the 
Legislature to perform any execu- 
tive or administrative act is for- 
bidden, and the attempted epee 
tion of such powers to him is void. 

We find no fundamental change 
in the Constitution in this respect. 
Whether or not the Constitution 
contains express provisions con- 
ferring general powers on each de- 
partment, “‘it is implicit in all as 
a conclusion logically following 
from the separation of the several 
departments.” (Springer v. Philip- 
pine Islands, 377 U. S. 189, 201.). 

We understand that there is no 
dispute that the duty of segrega- 
tion may be delezated to any ad- 
ministrative officers. (See Gover- 
nor’s message of March 18). 


Division of Powers. 


Division of powers of government 
between the three departments is 
general. The history of practical 


experience in government indicates | 


that it has not been possible to 
separate and identify the duties 


pertaining to the different depart- 


ments so that they remain at all 
times entirely distinct. 

There is no doubt that the fram- 
ers of the Federal Constitution and 
those who wrote some of the early 


State Ccnstitutions had in mind the 


theory of complete, definite di- 
vision of the functions of govern- 


| ment and sought to commit them 


respectively to the legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial departments. 
They were students of the works 
of political philosophers of whom 
Aristotle and Montesquieu were 
types. They were familiar with 
the theories of Blackstone con- 
cerning the divisions of _e un- 
der the English Constitution, which 
later were found to be fallacious. 
Philosophical and scientific the- 
ories gave way in the adaptation 
of government to practical neces- 
sities. The general principle has 
been in no respect impaired where 
definite powers were conferred 
(Springer v. Philippine , Islands, 
supra), and where they may be 
clearly implied there has been no 
eerious encroachment by one de- 
partment upon another, but at best 
there have always been instances 
where the strict line of demarca- 


tion was not kept clear or stable— | 


sometimes by reason of authority 


conferred and sometimes in the | 


absence of express authority. 
So, the Executive, with the power 
to recommend, approve and veto 


legislation, performs limited legis- | 


lative duties. In granting pardons 
to those convicted in the courts, 
his acts are in a sense judicial. 
Administrative officers are often 
called upon to construe the law 
(as the Governor and Controller 
have done in this case), but these 
are not deemed trespasses upon 
judicial fields. 


Duties Overlap. 


In the performance of their ordi-- | 
nary duties, administrative officers | 


must often by necessity make inter- 
pretation or construction of laws 
as the Governor, Controller and At- 
torney General have done in this 
case), but it is not regarded as an 


invasion of judicial powers. - The 
Legislature has often made ap- 
pointments to office and has pro- 


vided methods extra-judicial for | 


the coilection of taxes in this State. 
For a time the Senate was a part 
of the highest court of appeal; and 
it now forms part of the court for 
the trial of impeachments/°"Sen- 
ators have acted on commissions 
to negotiate treaties of peace.

They make rules of practice to sup- 
plement statutory procedure. 

A judge may not have delegated 
to him by the Governor the per- 
formance of duties of administra- 
tive character .except those’ inci- 
dental to judicial functions; but 
the President has recently ap- 
pointed Federal judges to the 
Commissio:. for Law Enforcement. 

All this may illustrate the diffi- 
culty of making exact scientific 
cleavage between the duties of of- 
ficers of the respective depart- 
ments, so readily separated by gen- 
eral statement.

President Hoover fared very well 
with Congress in the matter of the 
farm bill, but one special appeal he 
made to it was rejected. It will be 
remembered that he sent a special 
message urging the passage of a 
joint resolution to create a Congres- 
sional Committee to study what may 
be called the mechanics of prohi- 
bition enforcement. The President 
wanted the advice and aid of this 
committee in deciding whether the 
prohibition unit should be transferred 
from the Treasury to the Depart- 
ment of Justice. There were other 
questions of jurisdiction and admin- 
istration which he thought it would 
be highly important for members 
of Congress to take up at once first 
hand. But the measure introduced 
to comply with his request dragged 
its. slow length along for several 
weeks and finally was left unacted 
upon at the adjournment of the spe- 
cial session. 

Senator WATSON who had advo- 
cated passage of the resolution, with 
his usual moderated zeal when try- 
ing to do something for Mr. Hoover, 
explained that there was little use 
in pushing ahead with the matter, 
since “ the joint resolution will stand 
“as the unfinished business’ when 
“we meet on the 19th of August. 
“That will be one month before the 
“House meets.” In other words, a 
delay of three or four-months was 
of no consequence to the President. 

Next to passing a joint resolution, 
about the easiest thing for Congress 
to do is to appoint a joint commit- 
tee to investigate some subject or 
other. The members of it are not 
necessarily expected to do much 
work. ‘They understand that what 
they are counted upon to do is to 
bring in a long report after a long 
delay—probably two reports, one 
majority and one minority—and then 
throw the whole thing back upon 
Congress. Why something like this 
was not done in pursuance of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s.earnest recommenda- 
tion, no adequate explanation was 
made in Congress. There seemed to 
be a general lassitude and indif- 
ference on the whole subject of 
‘prohibition. 

As regards the shifting of enforce- 
ment from the Treasury to the De- 
partment of Justice, some querulous 
Senators asked why the President 
himself or his Crime Commission 
did .not decide what ought to be 
done. Some others evidently re-

LIGHTERAGE CONTROVERSY. 


Interests in New Jersey are seek- 
ing to eliminate free lighterage in 
New York harbor. Mr. COHEN, 
counsel for the Port of New York 
Authority, sveaking before the 
Jersey City Rotary Club on Thurs- 
day, registered a vigorous protest 
against this project. The Port Au- 
thority’s entry into the controversy 
is significant. It is, naturally, in a 
delicate position. Under a solemn 
interstate compact, it represents both 
States in the development of the 
port. No doubt it would have pre- 
ferred. that such a sectional dispute 
should not arise at all, and its nat- 
ural instinct would be to avoid be- 
coming a party to it. Having, how- 
ever, reached the conclusion that 
the issue was too important to he 
ignored, it spoke out fearlessly: 

After a careful analysis of the 
proposal ‘‘to stop the rate with 
the car,” as we understand it, we 
are convinced that it is contrary 
to the interests of the port as a 
whole and to every section of the 
port; that it will, if adopted, place 
the port as a whole at a disad- 
vantage in competing for export 
and import business; that it will 
add to the cost of building opera- 
tions; that it will tend to destroy 
values of waterfront property oc- 
cupied by industries and piers not 
directly connected by rail; that it 
will retard progress in- reducing 
the costs of terminal operation 
and in effectuating essential por- 
tions of the Statutory Plan. 

To those interested in the future 
of the port these words, coming as 
they do from the agency officially 
charged with its development, must 
give pause. The proposal is in direct 
conflict with the position taken by 
port officials in various proceedings 
now before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. Governor LARSON of 
New Jersey has referred it to the 


:| Attorney General of that State for 


study. The Governor will also have 
before him, in addition to the brief 
of the Port Authority, the protests 
of a number of important steamship 
operators using the New Jersey 
waterfront piers. He should think 
twice before rejecting advice so 
competently offered.

But it 
has. remained faithful to that part 
of the city in which its foundations 
were laid. It was the first free 
church of that communion in the 
country, the first to establish cer- 
tain services that have now become 
general and the first to introduce a 
sisterhood and a boy choir. It was 
also the spiritual mother of St. 
Luke’s Hospital. 

Under this distinguished founder, 
HENRY MOTTET, son of a Swiss dip- 
lomat and descendant of an old 
Fronch Huguenot family, began his 
ministry as lay-reader. Coming to 
America as a lad of nine, he had his 
training in the public school and in 
the College of the City of New York, 
which he devotedly and proudly 
claimed as his Alma Mater. Suc- 
ceeding to the rectorship of the 
church in 1879, he hoped to live to 
complete a full half-century as rec- 
tor—not merely to live to that anni- 
versary day in November of this 
year but to complete the ‘fund of 
$500,000 for the community house 
which he had set out with good 
hopes of success to raise. The 
plans were made by Mr. CRAM, and 
the aged rector saw in prospect the 
house and cloister which will no 
doubt in time become associated 
with the church to which he gave 
his life. 

Stoutly resisting encroachments 
and refusing large offers for the 
corner on which the church stands, 
he and his loyal parishioners raised 
an endowment fund, which ~was 
completed only last year, of $1,000,- 
000 to make possible the continu- 
ance of its ministries in the place 
where its liberal and democratic 
traditions have been established.’ A 
militant Christian, he has kept the 
faith and also kept the doors of 
this church continuously open. day 
and night, through the half century. 
His valiant labors give promise that 
they will be kept open long after 
this day of his passing through 
them for the last time.

Here was a 
clear: case, according to the old Re- 
publican doctrine of covering the 
difference between foreign and do- 
mestic production costs. Before the 
same subcommittee, presided over 
by Senator Smoor himself, had just 
appeared for a second time spokes- 
men for the National Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Cooperative Association, de- 
manding steeper duties on butter, 
cream, cheese and its substitutes, 
evaporated and condensed milk, dry, 
powdered, fresh, sour and skim milk, 
buttermilk, casein. This seems to 
be an intelligent and a powerful con- 
cern. In a brief submitted to the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
it kicks in the head the theory, 
written into the tariff law of 1922, 
that home industries. can. be ade- 
quately protected by the equalization 
of production costs.

MINERALS IN ANTARCTICA. 


Sir DoUGLAS MAWSON, who will 
lead a scientific expedition to the 
Australian sector of the Antarctic, 
is quoted in a dispatch from Sydney, 
Australia: ‘“ Antarctica is not just 
“a useless stretch of ice; it is like 
“ Alaska, from which the Americans 
“have taken £800,000,000 in gold.” 
The Alaskan gold production’ is 
really much smaller, $366,031,098, 
two-thirds of it from placer mining. 
This amount was calculated up to 
the end of 1928, at which time the 
copper and silver yield was said to 
have been $264,729,916, bringing the 
total for these. precious metals to 
$630,761,014. The Sydney dispatch 
had a good déal to say about terri- 
torial claims of exploring nations in 
Antarctica and assumed -that they 
were prompted by a belief in ‘“ vast 
mineral deposits.” Sir DOUGLAS 
MAWSON, who is Professor of Geol- 
ogy and Mineralogy in the Univer- 
sity of Adelaide, is supposed to be 
“in possession of evidence proving 
“the Antarctic to be the storehouse 
“of enormous mineral wealth.” This 
may be doubted, It isn’t likely that 
he would have allowed fifteen years 
to pass since his. expedition to 
Adelie Land, 1911-1914, without re- 
turning if he had such evidence. 
This is what he had to say in his 
book, “The Home of the Blizzard,” 
on the subject of minerals: 

Sporadic quartz veins here and 
there. showed a light tint. They 
were specially interesting, for they 
carried some less common minerals 
.such. as beryl, tourmaline, garnet, 
coarse mica and ores of iron, 
copper, and molybdenum. The ores 
were present in small quantities, 
but gave promise’ of larger bodies 
in: the vicinity and indicated.-the 
probability of mineral wealth be- 
neath the continental ice-cap. 

Sir DouGLAS MAWSON’s talk in 
London in April was all of survey- 
ing the pack ice and coastal zone 
on his prospective expedition. “ An 
“ attempt will be made,” he said, “‘ to 
“join up the isolated parts of the 
“coast already charted.” A study 
was to be made of the continental 
shelf. The biologists would dredge 
the sea floor. Passing reference was 
made to the work of the meteorolo- 
gist and the geologist.’ No land bases 
were to be established: A second 
voyage to the Australian sector 
would be made the following year 
“to complete the work-commenced 
“ by my Antarctic expedition of 1911- 
“1914.” If Sir DovuGLas plans a 
search for metals, he is very reticent. 
The geology of SHACKLETON’S expe- 
dition of 1907-1909, for which Dr. 
MAWSON was engaged as physicist 
|} and RAYMOND PRIESTLEY as gedlogist, 
indicated rock formations in’ which 
gold and copper might be,found, 
but no discovery of importance was 
made in South Victoria Land:-Coal

The oft-cited cases of 
the Pennsylvania “Dutch” and the 
Spanish-speaking New Mexicans 
show only that where a special ef- 
fort has .been. made.to. perpetuate 
alien culture this has been possible 
—not that alien loyalties persist for 
centuries, 

The greatest destroyer of hyphen- 
ism is marriage outside of the for- 
eign group. An interesting study 
of this in the rural districts of Ne- 
braska, Wisconsin and New York is 
included in a recently published vol- 
ume, “ Immigrant Farmers and Their 
Children,” by EDMUND De S. BRUN- 
NER. As was pointed out by the 
late Gino SPERANZA in his book 
“Race or Nation,” assimilation of 
foreigners and their children is re- 
tarded in direct proportion to the 
extent to which they live in colonies 
of their own people. The converse 
is that blending is hastened when 
the number of the given racial group 
in the community is small. 

Of particular interest is the grow- 
ing tendency of the children of im- 
migrants to marry outside of their 
own group. Prior to the war, ac- 
cording to Mr. BRUNNER’s studies 
in three communities, the feeling of 
solidarity was-still strong, and the 
proportion of men marrying outside 
their group was small, especially 
among the Teutonic peoples, But 
since the war the number has been 
steadily increasing. More than half 
the cases studied of persons of 
Anglo-Saxon (i. e., English, Scotch 
or Canadian) origin showed mar- 
riage of native Americans outside 
their racial group; and about 40 per 
cent of the Germans and of the 
Scandinavians. 

These communities, in other 
words, are going through the expe- 
rience of New York City of the 
last two and a half centuries. Here 
intermarriage between persons of 
Dutch, Flemish, .French, English, 
Irish,.German.and other stocks be- 
gan in the seventeenth century, and 
has continued ever since to such an 
extent that the descendants of these 
early settlers belong to no single 
European strain. Throughout the 
United. States there miust be today 
upward. of 50,000,000 people whose 
ancestry is traceable to more than 
one European nation. These the 
professional. adherents of foreign 
groups. in this country have never 
taken into account. To expect loy- 
alty to the cultural traditions of Ire- 
land and Germany, for example, in 
a child whose parents were born in 
this country of Irish and of German 
stock is to be disappointed. The 
greater the intermixture of foreign 
strains, the more American the 
product. 


BOOK, SONG AND DANCE. 


Describing the plot of the musical 
comedy as a “book” has long been 
presumption verging upon arro- 
gance. Usuelly the book is a plain 
subterfuge for keeping true lovers 
parted until 11:30. When at last 
they fall into’ each others’ arms, 
ardent and tuneful, the audience 
obediently goes home with the 
thrice-repeated theme song com- 
mitted to memory. Ever since EDNA 
FERBER demonstrated in ‘Show 
Boat” the value of intelligence in 
musical comedy scripts, the spirit- 
less routine of the hack-writer has 
seemed more intolerable than ever. 
And next Autumn, when MONTAGUE 
GLass makes his début as a musi- 
cal comedy author, with something 
flamboyantly labeled “Aha!” he 
will find himself in good, though still 
restricted, society. 

This last season, for example 
OWEN DAVIS, play scribbler extraor- 
dinary, contributed the antics of an 
old farce to the plot of “ Whoopee,” 
and scrambled together the comic 
doings for the recently extinguished 
“ Spring Is Here.” LAURENCE STAL- 
LINGS, collaborating with Mr. HAM- 
MERSTEIN, wrote a book of great 
character and vigor for “ Rainbow.” 
On July 3 J. P. McEvoy’s satiric 
novel of Broadway vicissitudes will 
turn up as the framework for Mr. 
ZIBGFELD’s ‘Show. Girl.”., Although 
the books for such current favorites 
as “The New Moon,” “ Hold Every- 
thing” and “Follow Thru” are less 
conspicuous for their authorship, 
they are both imaginative and merry 
—refreshing pieces of writing. 

Intelligent authorship, however, is 
no talisman for success with the 
public. The failure of such a. rag- 
tag and bob-tail farce as “ Spring 
Is Here” is a little mystifying. 
Musical entertainments with half as 
much originality and dash run on 
prosperously every season. And the 
failure of “ Rainbow” in less than a 
fortnight is still a lunch-table topic. 
Written .with gusto .and. spacious- 
ness, set to a score full of flavor 
and melody, performed with un- 
forgettable magnetism by CHARLES 
RUGGLES and Lipsy HOLMAN, and 
fairly glowing with eupeptic ro- 
mance, it was an event subordinate

Higher, Experts Assert. 





Overindulgence in food and drink 
has raised the death rate from dia- 
betes toa new high level for the 
first quarter of this year and is 
likely to drive it by the end of 1929 to 
the highest figure ever recorded, the 
Metropolitan Life’ Insurance Com- 
pany reports in its current Statistical 
Bulletin, made available yesterday. 

Only, the.use of insulin has pre- 
vented the death rate from being 
“much higher,’’ according to the 
medical opinion of the company, but 
its: use, is not preventive. It cannot 
control the increase of diabetes, 
which is considered to be largely 
aie result of the richness of modern 

et. 

The insurance company, basing its 
report’ on the figures for its 19,000,- 
000 industrial, policy holders, .an- 
nounced. that the ‘death rate from 
diabetes: fot the first three months 
of the year had been. 23.8 for each 
100,000,- . Much. of the increase, it 
said, was due'to the prevalence of 
influenza. and pneumonia, which 
hastened the deaths of many dia~- 
betics, but even in March and April, 
with the influenza epidemic rapidly 
waning, the diabetes mortality ex- 
ceeded the high figures recorded for 
these months in 1928: 

“It is our ‘best judgment,’ the 
company declared, “that diabetes is

Commissioner from 1907 to 1914, 
died at his home, 1,085 Sedgwick 
Avenue, the Bronx, yesterday, as a

He was in his eighty-third 
year. 

Mr. Eustis, a Civil War veteran 
and a member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, had a busy career 
in law, politics and public service.

GRAND JURY HEARS STORY 


Talesman Insists He Learned 
of Relation Only After Trial - 
Began—Waives Immunity. 


SAW BROTHERS CONVERSING 


Says Meeting Gave Him His First 
Clue—Explains Discrepancy 
.in His Address, 


Edwin J. Carroll, the juror who 
caused a mistrial in the liquor con- 
Spiracy case against Tames M. Mc- 
Cunn and others, received. a. sum- 
mons yesterday to appear before Fed- 
eral Judge Edwin R. Holmes on 


Monday morning and show cause ; 


why he should not be adjudged in 
contempt of court. Through <n anon- 
ymous communication the Fed- 
eral authorities learned on Wednes- 
day that an aunt of Carroll was the 
wife of John McCunn, brother of the 
chief defendant. 

Meanwhile, United States Attorney 
Tuttle continued his grand jury inves- 
tigation to ascertain whether there 


Was any connection between the 
presence on the jury of Carroll and 
the character of the defense _pre- 
sented by McCunn, which Mr. Tuttle 
called “‘a mere quibble as to the 
meaning of the word conspiracy.”’ 
In this connection Mr. Tuttle dis- 
. closed that a Deputy United States 
Marshal, with a grand jury sub- 
poena, had been searching since noon 
on Thursday for John: McCunn, said 
to be a resident of Riverside Drive, 
whose testimony is considered neces- 
sary to the investigation. 


Witness Waives Immunity. 


Significance was attached to the 
fact that the order to show cause 
‘was not served on Carroll until after 


he had waived immunity ind an- 
swered questions for an hour and a 
half before the grand jury. Mr. Tut- 
tle admitted that he would not have 
called Carroll before that body if he 
had not waived immunity. In an in- 
quiry of this na.ure it would not be 
possible to prosecute any one appear- 
ing before the grand jury unless im- 
munity had been waived. : 

Mr. Tuttle would;not: say whether 
Carroll had talked freely before the 

and jury, confining his comments 
4 describing Carroll as a ‘‘nice- 
looking young man."’ 

In the affidavit presented in his 
application to Federal Judge Francis 
G. Caffey for the show-cause order, 
Mr. Tuttle alleged, ‘‘on information 
and belief,’”’ that .Carroll’ knew, on 
or before. June 19, that John McCunn, 
his uncle by marriage, was a brother 
of the defendant McCunn. In sup- 
port of this, Mr. Tuttle quoted 
some of Carroll’s answers to Judge 
Holmes’s questions which were 
prompted by the anonymous cemmu- 
nication turned over to him by As- 
sistant United States Attorney Rob- 
ert B. Watts. 

Carroll admitted in court that he 
had discovered, after the opening of 
the trial, that the defendant McCunn 
was a brother of John McCunn. 


Saw Brothers. Conversing. 


This admission placed Carroll in 
the position of having continued to 
act as a juror after he had learned 
that the chief defendant in the case 
on trial was his aunt’s brother-in- 
law. From then until the anonymous 
communication caused Judge Holmes 
to question him Carroll had re- 
mained silent. : 

The record of Carroll’s examina- 
tion as a talesman, before his selec- 
tion as a juror, shows that he was 
not asked directly whether he was 
related to any of the defendants. It 
disclosed also that he did not 
appear anxious, to serve as a juror, 
he admitting he did not appreve of 
the prohibition laws. He was asked 
if he knew any one of the defendants 
and replied that he did ‘not. He still 
contends that: he did not know who 
James McCunn was until he saw 
John McCunn talking to him in court 
and their resemblance to esch other 
recalled. to his.mind that his.aunt 
had married John McCunn and ‘that 
the two McCunts in the court room 
must be rélated. 

After quoting at length the dialogue 
that took place between Judee 
Holmes and Carroll on Thursday, Mr. 
Tuttle set forth in his affidavit that 
the facts alleged constituted ‘‘an ob- 
struction against the due administra- 
tion of justice.’’ 

The law fixes no maximum or. mini- 
mum for a séntence for contempt of 
court, the judge in the case being 
empowered to impose such punish- 
ment as he may deem fit. 

It was learned yesterday. that al- 
though Carroll does not live at 1,910 
University Avenue, the Bronx, es the 
court records showed. there had been 
no attempt at decention with respect 
to his place of residenc>. He moved 
a little more than,a vear ago. to. 2,555 
University Avenne and i3 now living, 
so he told Mr. Tuttle,; at 102 Pierre- 
pont Street, Brooklyn. ‘James Mc- 
Gunn lives at 45 Eastern Parkway, 
Brooklyn

Yesterday, the first day of Sum- 
mer, was the coolest in nine suc- 
cessive days. The sun in a cloudless 
sky during the afternoon sent the 


mercury in: New York to 81 degrees } 


at 3:30 o’clock.. Then it dropped to 
the comparative coolness of the low 


seventies and high sixties, and it 
appeared that the torrid spell was 

broken, temporarily at least. 

There was one death because of 
the heat and six prostrations re- 
corded, the fewest on any day in 
more than a week. A boy. was 
drowned in the Hudson River. 

Moderating temperatures prevailed 
generaily throughout the country. 
Flagstaff, Ariz., announced the low- 
est for the morning, 46 degrees. New 
Orleans had 82 degrees, with hotter 
weather expected. 

New York's lowest was 66 degrees, 
at 6 A. M., and its normal mean for 
the day was 73. The date recalled 
to citizens the torrid spell of 1923, 
which began on June 21 and lasted 
almost a week. The thermcmeter 
reached 93 degrees and clung there.

Fifteen men came to the hospital 
and offegps their. blood, and_ tests 
were. e of the blood of four.of 


these volunteers. _The doctors say. a 
pera blood is required to combat 

e disease, and e result of the 
analysis of these four tests is await- 
ed with keen interest. 

According to the doctors, if the 
blood of these fifteen men passes the 
test, the boy can be kept alive for 
fifteen more weeks on one transfusion 
a week, and probably longer. They 
expressed the hope that meantime 
science will come forward with some 
discovery that would-effect a per- 
manent cure.

‘It is by no means to be regarded 
as an exoneration or the contrary, 
since the subcommittee has reached 
no decision,’’ Mr. Michener declared. 

“‘Any action that Judge Moscowitz 
may take in this matter is outside 
of our province; Our subcommittee 
has been appointed to investigate the 
official conduct of Judge Mosco- 
witz.. We have no control over his 
actions, nor would we desire to have 
any. We have conducted our hear- 
ings, in which every one interested 
has had a chance to be heard. We 
will digest these hearings and the 
evidence gathered and the _ result 
will be printed. Counsel for Repre- 
sentative Somers, who made the 
charge, and for Judge Moscowitz 
will have opportunity to file. briefs. 

“There will be no chance to file a 
report until the Congress meets in 
September and the date of doing so 
will depend upon whether or not the 
committee is organized. 

"Relative to the action of Judge 
Moscowitz in resuming his sittings, 
the only incident that I recall hav- 
ing any bearing on this one was that 
in connection with the case of Judge 
English of Tlinois.

Asiatic Expedition for the Field Mu- 
seum of Chicago, announced yester- 
day that the other members of the 
expedition, including Harold Cool- 
idge of Boston, mammalogist, and 
Dr. Ralph E. Wheeler of Cambridge, 
who were reported ill in the jungle, 
are starting home. 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, who 
extended his hunt from the Tibetan 


jungles into French Indo-China sent 
a cablegram from Saigon on Thurs- 
day which said: ‘Sendi Coolidge 
and Wheeler home. They have been 
sick.’’ The message gave no details 
of the illness of these members of 
the expedition, but Kermit Roosevelt 
said that their condition could not 
be serious or they would not be 
starting back to the United States. 

Dr. Stephen C. Simms, director of 
the Field Museum, said last night 
that he had received no official word 
that any members of the expedition 
were seriously ill. He would have 
been notified if the reports were 
true, he said. 

Charles Suydam Cutting of New 
York, who did most of the camera 
work for the expedition, left Saigon 
two weeks ago and is now at Shang- 
hai. He is due back in the United 
States in about three weeks. Mr. 
Coolidge and Dr. Wheeler are ex- 
pected to return in about five weeks, 
and Colonel Roosevelt, accompanied 
by Dr. Josslyn Van Tyne, assistant 
curator of birds for the museum, 
should arrive in about eight weeks. 

While the Roosevelts were heading 
one division. of the expedition into 
the Tibetan areas where they pargne 
the rare panda for the museum, Mr. 
Coolidge headed the other division 
into the Ton ang district on the 
Yun-Nan frontier to collect reptiles, 
small mammals and birds. They met 
later on.

Has . Asked Two Persons to Look 
Into It “From. Two Different 
Angles,” Governor Says.

ALBANY, June 21.—An investiga- 
tion of the merger of the Buffalo, 
Niagara and Eastern Power Corpora- 
tion, the» Mohawk’ Hudson Power 
Corporation and. the Northeastern 
Power Corporation into the $500,000,- 
000. Niagara Hudson Power Corpora- 
tion was directed today ‘by Governor 
Roosevelt. The chief object of the 
Governor is to determine whether 
the merger will mean an increase in 
the rates charged for gas and elec- 


tricity to private consumers. 

The direction of the investigation 
was one of the first things the Gov- 
ernor tackled today when he re- 
turned from Cambridge, Mass., 
where he attended the Harvard Com- 
mencement exercises. He made a 
brief statement concerning the 
matter saying: . 

“T have ordered an investigation 
of this power merger from two dif- 
ferent angles, because I want to find 
out what it is all about. I have asked 
two persons to look into this thing 
for me and I hope to receive a re- 
port within a few days.” 

Asked if he thought there was any- 
thing wrong in the merger, he said: 

“I don’t know a thing about it ex- 
cept the headlines I have read in 
the pers, and that is the reason 
pda am having the merger investi- 
gated.’’ 


Links Most Up-State Utilities, 
The consolidation of the Schoell- 
kopf, Carlisle and Brady interests in- 
voived in the merger, with the back- 
ing of J. P. Morgan & Co., will

The Governor’s announcement came 


in the course of a talk with news- 
papermen. He mentioned the fact 
and was at once besieged with ques- 
tions. He declined to say who were 
the two rsons he had named to 
conduct the investigation, but said 
that he might give out more about it 
later. The Governor made it plain, 
however, that he was only interested 
in ascertaining whether the merger 
would result in increased rates to 
consumers supplied by the companies 
in the merger. 

“For the past few days, I have 
only had a chance to look over the 
headlines of the newsSpapers, and 
that is why I do not know anything 
about this merger. The gentlemen 
whom I have named will make a 
report to me as soon as they com- 
plete their investigations,’ he said. 

The Governor was asked to define 
the two angles from which the inves- 
tigation would be conducted, but 
again he declined to be specific. He 
intimated that the report, when it 
pre received, would receive*tareful 
study.

Curiously enough, both institutions 
were organized in 1812, the Bank of 
America National Association as 
the Bank of America and the 
Chatham Phenix National Bank as 
the Phenix Bank.

Stocks Advance Again, Railway 
Shares Active—Money 
Rate Unchanged. 








The stock market’s action yester- 
day indicated that it was not con- 
cerned, as it has been on some other 
occasions, with the substantial in- 
crease of brokers’ loans reported 
overnight or with the rather plain 
notice served by the Reserve Bank 
statements that the system had not 
“reversed its money market policy.’’ 
The process of bidding up rapidly a 
number of stocks was pursued with 
perhaps more intensive vigor; the 
main variation in it yesterday was 
selection of the railway shares for a 
demonstration of the kind. Some of 
the most important of these shares 
advanced 5 and 6 points. The move- 
ment was not based on anything in 
the news, but was.apparently part 
of a concerted program..A few in- 
dustrial shares were advanced 10 to 
19 points. In the greater part of the 
market the day’s changes were not 
important, but the general trend was 
distinctly upward. 

The bond market, although display- 
ing its usual irregularities, with a 
few special advances, was on the 
whole a fraction lower, United States 
Government securities losing ground 
slightly. This may conceivably have 
been connected with ideas of a 
higher money market later on; it 
certainly did not conform to the old 
but nearly obsolete tradition. of a 
rise in price of investment bonds on 
the eve of a semiannual ‘‘interest 
disbursement day.’’ As for the money 
market itself, the day gave no indi- 
cation of its trend, Call money on 
the Stock Exchange remained at 7 
per cent; time money did not change. 

The week-end reviews of mercan- 
tile trade agree in describing a fa- 
vorable situation, though not with 
any striking change.. Perhaps the 
most interesting fact. about them is 
that they do not report any evidence 
as yet of impaired general trade in 
the grain-growing districts as a re- 
sult of the low wheat prices. The 
decrease from preceding months in 
motor-car production for May, re- 
ported by the Department of Com- 
merce, was greater than in other re- 
cent years, but it left last month’s 
output 40 per cent above the best 
previous record for the month. This 
extraordinary increase, which has 
amounted to 873,056 for the five com- 
pleted months of 1929, is more than 
four times as great as in the corre- 
sponding period even of 1926. 

Undoubtedly this year’s high figures 
reflect in a' measure the marked in- 
crease in number of exported: Ameri- 
can cars, which was 73,000 greater 
than last year even in the four 
months ending with April. But even 
with that allowance, the production 
figures indicate home purchases. on 
a scale of. remarkable magnitude. 
1t would be interesting, in view of 
the part-payment plan systematically 
pursued, to learn exactly how much 
credit is engaged in. the marketing of 
this product. We have no trust- 
worthy statistics on the amount of 
credit utilized by. consumers, yet it 
can hardly be doubted that such 
requisitions play a highly important 
réle in the money market situation. 

The unusual activity of this year’s 
early Summer trade would ordinarily 
have found reflection in the coun- 
try’s bank clearings. But the pre- 
liminary returns for the week again 
show decrease from last year; the 
drawing of checks has. apparently 
been less this week by 2% per cent 
in the country as a whole, following 
a much larger decrease in the second 


week of June. It is not so safe as! 


on various previous occasions to 
ascribe this reduction to relative 
inactivity: on .the Stock Exchanges. 
Actual transactions on that market 
during the past week have been 
larger than a year ago.

For a while, yesterday, it looked us 
though the money market’s record of 
having passed through a week of 
unusual disturbance. without any al- 
teration in the call rate. was about 
to be broken. Several money brokers 
thought it unlikely in the morning 
that the market could get through 
the day without the 7 per cent level 
for demand loans being exceeded. 
That the rate remained unchanged 
was due, bankers explained, not so 
much to the supply of funds as to 
a negligible demand for accommoda- 
tion.

Hot, dry weather during the last 
week stimulated the retail trade in 
Summer goods and had a favorable 
effect on the leading crops, according 
to.the weekly business reviews. The 
heat, however, retarded a few indus- 
trial enterprises, notably iron and 
steel. Among favorable developments 
in the week, the reviews report, was 
the shipment of large quantities of 
gold from London and other points 
to New York, presaging easier credit 
conditions here and an upward trend 
of prices. for wheat and other grains. 

Dun’s weekly review of business 
says: 

“Less irregularity appears at this 
time in the business situation than 
is customary at this season; and con- 

tions have been benefited greatly 
during the past week by the first ex- 
tended period of real Summer weath- 
er. There is little evidence of any 
unusual dullness in the leading mar- 
kets. Retail distribution is on a very 
wide scale and reports from all lead- 
ing centres tell of activity in Sum- 
mer, holiday and sporting goods 
lines. Buying had heretofore been 
deferred, but many needed supplies 
in the whoiesale dry goods markets 
have now been cleaned up quickly, 
and reorders have been substantial, 
particularly for articles of apparel.

of the Southwest, benefited most of 
the leading crops. On the less favor- 
able side may be set the recurrence 
Wes of rains in the midst of the early 
wheat harvest and the interruption 
to factory industry, in.the iron and 
steel mills particularly, by high tem- 
peratures. Thus, long hoped-for warm 
weather aided Spring-sown crops and 
farm work generally, this making 
for a gain in agricultural, prospects 
as a whole, and aided retailers in dis- 
posing of Summer wear; whereas in- 
dustry quieted slightly, most of this 
latter because of temporary weather 
conditions... Collections showed little 
change.”’
